Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants' representative contacted the examiner to discuss the 
outstanding rejection. It was argued by applicants that it would not require undue experimentation to practice the 
claimed invention. Methods for generating and screening mutants with the desired properties were readily available. 
The examiner does not concur with this assessment. It was argued by the examiner that the methods of generating the 
claimed mutants are unpredictable (i.e., transpositional mutagenesis is a random procedure) and the skilled artisan 
cannot readily predict which mutants will have the desired genotypic/phenotypic properties (i.e., non-pathogenic due to 
limited replication but still retaining the ability to stimulate an immune response against a heterologous tumor antigen).
